Sir, — With  reference  to  your  Despatch  of  the  3rd 
ultimo,  enquiring  whether  the  Table  of  Precedence 
published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  of  the  14th  February 
last,  applies  to  ihe  Province  of  British  Columbia  or 
not,  I have  the  honour  to  inform  you  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  amended  table  referred  to  by  you  does  , not 
expressly  mention  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  British 
Columbia,  nor  the  Rear-Admiral  Commanding  Her 
Majesty’s  Naval  Forces  on  the  Pacific  Station,  but  in 
all  other  respects  is  applicable  to  British  Columbia. 

2.  As  regards  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
that  Province,  he  will,  no  doubt,  take  precedence 
next  after  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, but  the  question  has  never  been  officially  sub- 
mitted to  Tier  Majesty. 

3.  As  to  the  relative  precedence  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  British  Columbia  and  the  Rear-Admiral 
Commanding  on  the  Pacific  Station,  a Despatch  was 
received  from  the  Right  Honourable  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Co  onies,  bearing  date  the  3rd  February, 
1879,  in  which  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General
